Post situation in St. Albert 
like Mill Woods 


St. Albert council was 
quite aghast at its regular 
meeting last Monday night 
when it realized that it has a 
**Mill Woods”’ on its hands 


regarding postal deliveries. . 


Prompted by a letter from 
Lance Pepper of 304 Grandin 
Village who expressed dis- 
pleasure at the postal service 
he was ‘‘receiving’’ in St. 
Albert, the town investigated 
the situation with the foll- 
owing results. 

Large areas of St. Albert, 
particularly developing ar- 
eas, are not getting door to 
door deliveries and there 
seems to be little provided in 
the way of mail boxes to 
make up for the deficiency. 

Areas of St. Albert not 
getting door to door mail 
service are Akinsdale in the 
Alpine Boulevard and Akins 
Drive locality, phase two of 
the Grandin Condominium 
development, the area in and 
around Butterfield Crescent, 
and also the Laydon Drive, 
Larose Drive and Giroux 
Road sector of the town. 

It goes without saying that 
council passed a motion to 
help residents get mail 
delivery to tis: i.omes and 
letters will go out to the new 
Postmaster in Ottawa and 
also MP Marcel Lambert and 
Premier Lougheed. 

Mayor Dick Plain termed 
the situation as ‘‘totally 
unacceptable’ and put the 
responsibility for the situa- 
tion on the Federal Gov- 


ernment’s restraints pro- 
gram which has frozen man- 
power requirements in the 
postal service. 


Mayor Plain said he knew 
it was parochial, but perhaps

zero growth in St. Albert 


‘‘No growth will slap us 
right into the arms of 
Edmonton,”’ said Councillor 
Myrna Fyfe at St. Albert’s 
regular council meeting last 
Monday night. 

The comment came during 
a discussion on bylaw 33/76, 
which would authorize the 
town to enter into a develop- 
ment agreement with Nu- 
West Development Corpora- 
tion as it proceeds with a 
project of 124 multi-family 
residential units near Grand- 
in Village. The bylaw re- 
ceived two readings. 

The project is specifically 
located between the Cana- 
dian National tracks and Sir 
Winston Churchill Avenue 
about half a mile south of the 
town's industrial area. 

There are plans to get the 
basements and services in 
soon with the rest of the units 
being built over the winter 
with occupancy slated for 
next year. 

The proposed develop- 
ment did not go down too 
well with Councillor Mar- 
garet Smith, though not 
because she was against the 
principle of condominiums in 
that area. 

She asked council to wait 
for some months on the 
project as she was concerned 
about putting large numbers 
of people in the area, as well 
as the traffic and access 
problems this would cause. 

Answering this call for a 
delay Jater in the discussion, 
Coun. Fyfe saw in it the 
danger of advocating a policy 
for zero growth. 

She pointed out that two 
years down the road, zero 
growth would only confirm 
St. Albert's (poor) climate of 
industrial and commercial 
development, and it would 
push ‘‘us one step closer 
with Edmonton.”’ 

Councillor Barry Breadner 
said this was a distortion of 
St. Albert's position ‘‘as we 
are not advocating no gr- 
owth.”’ 


Mayor Dick Plain, in light 
of the discussion, said it 
would be less inan likely to 
freeze developments, but 
Coun. Smith countered that 
she was only suggesting care 
in the number of devel- 
opments as they came on 
stream. 

Coun. Breadner approved 
this viewpoint. 

Coun. Smith reminded 
council that no member had 
any more insight than 
another (on the growth ques- 
tion) and Councillor Rod 
Throndson said he would 
have been happy to see

What also frosted Mayor 
Pla\n was that St. Albert is 
larger than five Alberta 
cities, but it is excluded from 
additional roa4 improvement 
monies. 

“I do not care if the 
minister calls St. Albert an 
improvement district as long 
as we get the money,’’ the 
mayor stated. 

Councillor Gary Wetsch 
was incredulous about the 
story on the town’s request 
to the province for two thirds 
arterial road funding, and 
funds to help improve Hebert 
Road and Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue. 

The original request had 
been made February 13 this 
year, no reply was stated as 
being received by July and 
still there had been no reply 
to the request. 

“lam starting to wonder if 
there is a provincial gov- 
ernment,’’ said Coun. Wet- 
sch, and he wanted a 
representative from the De- 
partment of Transportation 
at the next regular meeting 
of council. 

He felt that some extra- 
ordinary action would be 
required if St. Albert was to 
have its request granted 
pointing out a little later ‘‘we 
can travel from Montana to 
the North West Territories 
but very soon we may not be 
able to get from St. Albert to 
Edmonton.’’ 


MLA BLASTED 


Mayor Plain referred to 
the St. Albert MLA as 
opposing City Status (for 
whatever reason) and this 
was ‘‘just a political exer- 
cise,”’ 

And again in context of the 
claim that the MLA had 
blocked city status twice, 
Mayor Plain said it had been 
worth fighting for a year 
trying to get the $650,000 
road funds, then warning 
that if St. Albert was to enjoy 
better roads, the money 
would have to come out of 
the general levy. 

Councillor Rod Throndson 
deplored playing the ‘‘town- 
city’’ game saying that the 
only losers were the people 
of St. Albert, and that if the 
government wouldn’t do 
anything about it, St. Albert 
would have to. 

Mayor Plain feared that St.

VOLUME UP 10 PERCENT 


The report from Grimble 
and Associates mentions that 
there’s been a 10 percent 
increase in traffic volumes 
between St. Albert and 
Edmonton in the last 12 
months. 

Construction of the 170th 
Street/1S6th Street alterna- 
tive access is termed critical, 
and this is made even more 
critical as it may not be 
completed till September 
1978, according to the report. 

When that two lane access 
is completed, the report goes 
on to say, both the St. Albert 
Trail and the access will be at 
capacity in the peak direc- 
tion. 

The report also marks a 9.3 
percent increase in traffic on 
Hebert Road in morning and 
evening peak hours since 
September 1975. This is due 
to development of the Brae- 
side and Akinsdale areas. 

Further increases are lik- 
ely to occur in the next 12 
months, the report says, 
making congestion signifi- 
cantly worse. 

It says queues have been 
observed extending from 
Highway Two east to almost 
Cunningham Boulevard dur- 
ing morning peak periods. 

The Grimble report says 
that severe (traffic) con- 
gestion is likely during 
winter 1976/77, ‘‘especially 
considering the terrible st- 
andard of maintenance on 
the gravelled portions of 
170th Street, 137th Avenue 
and 156th Street.’’ 

In another suggestion, the 
report points out that the St. 
Albert Area Transportation 
Study recommended the 
building of 149th/156th St- 
reet additional access in 
1978. 

Traffic volumes just ob- 
tained, together with the 
projected development of 
Woodlands and the indus- 
trial area, indicated that this 
roadway should be built to 
meet that timetable. 


Mill Woods 
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(from Edmontonians trans- 
ferring to St. Albert) because 
they had been used to a 
poorer level of service any- 
way. 

Councillor Barry Breadner 
called for an adequate door 
to door service, or adequate 
mail boxes for the developing 
areas of St. Albert. 

Mayor Plain said he was 
not overly optimistic about a 
reply he’d seen from the 
Postmaster to Mr. Pepper 
and ‘‘if we operated the 
municipality this way we'd 
be hung from the lamp 
posts.”’ 

‘Imagine 600 more famil- 
ies coming in,’’ exclaimed 
Councillor Margaret Smith at 
this point. 

Mayor Plain said that 
those delivering the mail in 
St. Albert were most dis- 
tressed at the situation. 

Following is the text of Mr. 
Pepper’s letter to council: 

1 am writing this letter in 
order to convey my extreme 
displeasure with the postal 
service | am receiving as a 
citizen of St. Albert, Alberta. 

My wife and I moved from 
an apartment in Edmonton 
on September 1, 1976 toa 
recently purchased Condo- 
minium in phase 3 of 
Grandin Village in St. Albert.

Now, having moved into a 
new home, one would as- 
sume that mail service would 
be provided. 

This was our first mistake. 
There is no door to door 
delivery in this area, Upon 
inquiry, we discovered that 
the reason for this is because 
of a federal freeze on postal 
monies. We were told, 
however, that individual 
boxes for mail had been 
provided at a prescribed 
location. 

We went to the location 
described and discovered 
approximately one dozen 
boxes, all with locks, which 
indicated that they were all 
in use. As there are in excess 
of 100 condominiums in this 
project, it would appear that 
there are a large number of 
taxpayers living here who do 
not have any sort of mail 
delivery. 

I returned to the post office 
and was told I would have to 
pick up my mail in General 
Delivery until someone mov- 
es and a box becomes 
available. I became some- 
what upset at this time, but 
did ask ifit was possible to 
put my name down on a list 
for a box. 

I was told this was not 
possible as boxes are avail- 
able on a first come first 
serve basis. As there are 
approximately 80 other fam- 
ilies competing with me to 
obtain the first available box 
and a box will only become 
available if the holder moves 
from Grandin Village, the 
odds certainly seem to be 
stacked against me. 

As a taxpayer, do I not 
have a right to assume that 
by paying taxes and moving 
into a government approved 
developed subdivision I am 
entitled to mail service? If 
not door to door, then at least 
provision should have been 
made to put in enough boxes 
to accommodate the resi- 
dents in the area? 

Both my wife and I work in 
Edmonton and due to traffic, 
we cannot get into St. Albert 
before the post office closes 
at 5:45 p.m., therefore the 
only mail pickup is on 
Saturday morning between 9 
a.m.and1 p.m. Talking to 
the postal officials here in 
Alberta at times takes on the 
impression of banging ones 
head against a brick wall. For 
this reason I am writing you 
for perhaps some sort of 
solution. 

In closing I would like to 
say that this may seem petty 
to you and may seem un- 
important but both my wife 
and | as young ‘‘voters’’ feel 
that itis important, and so 
are very anxious to hear your 
replies and possible solu- 
tions. 

If we haven’t heard from 
you in the near future, we 
will assume the letter has 
been lost somewhere in the 
mail.

Council imposes delays onshopping centre proposals 


Shelter Resources and 
Abacus Cities Ltd.’s pro- 
posals for shopping centre 
facilities are getting the full 
treatment from St. Albert 
council, resulting in inevit- 
able delays on the projects. 

Both developers have sub- 
mitted plans to the Municipal 
Planning Commission for 
shopping centre facilities, 
but it looks as though only 


one proposal will be allowed 
to proceed. 

At a recent MPC meeting 
Mayor Dick Plain made it 
quite clear he was not 
prepared to have St. Albert 
propping up two commercial 
centres. 

At the regular meeting of 
St. Albert council last Mon- 
day night, council approved 
the Akinsdale South Outline 
Plan in principle; that pian 


covers the area between 
Arlington Drive, Hebert 
Road and the St. Albert Trail 
where Shelter Resources 
hope to locate a 225,000 
square foot shopping de- 
velopment. 

But a condition to the 
approval is that development 
of the centre can only start by 
June 30, 1977, if the site is 
chosen for the district shop- 
ping facility.

People throughout St. Albert and the Municipal District of 
Sturgeon are fed up with traffic congestion and bad road 
conditions. They are bitterly to their municipal 
councils and in the case of St. Albert, the mayor and council 
have reacted with a tirade against the Provincial 
government, and a decision to ga to the Premier. 


It should be remembered that after all these access roads 
are municipal roads. The Provincial government agreed this 
spring to assist the municipalities of Edmonton, St. Albert, 
MD Sturgeon and Parkland to upgrade and hard surface 
Edmonton's 125th Avenue bypass and certain access roads 
into Edmonton from the north; namely 170th Street, 137th 
Avenue and 156th Street. 


Mayor Plain's outburst about bypass roads ignores the fact 
that a bypass road has been approved for St. Albert in the 
not too distant future. Dr. Horner was referring to outlying 
centres and he mentioned in particular Edson and 
Vegreville. 


On the matter of access roads all four municipalities must 
co-operate and co-ordinate their efforts. Access roads to 
Edmonton must have somewhere to go - an efficient 
dispersement of the volume traffic when it hits the city. 


The logical city routes are 125th Avenue and 137th Avenue 
to handle St. Albert traffic and the Provincial Government 
has offered the city 80 million dollars [90%] to develop their 
inner ring roads, which is 125th Avenue on the north side of 
Edmonton. 


Edmonton city council has not yet accepted this offer, nor 
are they prepared at present to do work in the northwest 
part of the city with regard to installing storm sewers, 
sanitary services and underground utility installations. 


To do a complete job to 118th Avenue from 125th Avenue 
will require this municipal service work to be done. 


This work could get underway in 1978 but the question of 
annexation of lands in that area would have a great bearing 
on when the work would get underway. 


The access roads from St. Albert [170 Street, 137 Ave. and 
156 Street) have run into extreme RIGHT OF WAY 
problems for the department of Transportation. A decision 
was made recently that TOTAL EXPROPRIATION of lands 
required was the only course of action if the access roads 
were to be built. Unfortunately this has prevented road 
construction in 1976. 


However Dr. Hugh Horner, minister of Transportation has 
instructed his department to assist the municipalities in 
grading and dust controlling these roads without delay. 


Dr. Horner said recently that municipalities were the 
children of the Provincial Government. He didn’t, however, 
say that municipalities should act childishly as appears to 
the case in St. Albert. Mayor Plain is well aware of the 
Provincial financial assistance for these roads and never has 
the minister or his department asked St. Albert to pay for a 
nickel of the costs. The mayor it seems has some trained 
seals prompted to yelp when he wants them to. 


A policy of ROADS before GROWTH would make far better 
sense than jamming another five thousand people onto only 
one access road from St. Albert into Edmonton. Edmonton 
on the other hand should not be pushed into extra expense 
because of a reckless growth policy of St. Albert council.

The 
resolution requests that the 
local people in each muni- 
cipality should be allowed to 
control their own local 
affairs. As matters stand 
now, the Provincial Cabinet 
could force St. Albert and all 
of the rest of the muni- 
cipalities in Alberta to accept 
thousands of acres of new 
land into their cities, towns 
or villages. This lack of 
local involvement is totally 
unacceptable to Alberta's 
governments and to the 
people in the area who must 
bear the burden of new 
growth and development.

MLA exposes department letter on transportation concerns & city status 


ENOUGH IS ENOUGH! 
By MLA Ernie Jamison 


Since April of 1976, as MLA for St. Albert I have been 
waiting for the mayor of St. Albert to table a letter in council 
that he received from the Hon. Dr. Hugh M. Horner, 
Deputy Premier and Minister of Transportation on the 
subject of transportation assistance to St. Albert. For the 
past several months town council has screamed loudly about 
a lack of communication from the minister. Enough Is 
enough! On April 14, 1976, Dr. Horner wrote the mayor a 
lengthy letter outlining Alberta Transportation’s position. 
The letter was intended for the mayor and council. But now 
it seems clear that the mayor has deliberately withheld 
important information. I don’t know why. I was provided 
with a copy and the complete text is printed below. 


DEAR MR. MAYOR: 


Thank you for your letter of March 3, 1976, outlining your 
concerns on the question of Town Status versus City Status 
for St. Albert, and the subject of assistance from Alberta 
Transportation in both cases. 

Weighing the advantages or disadvantages for St. Albert 
to changing from town to city status is complex even dealing 
with the transportation component separate from all other 
issues. I have therefore taken time necessary to look at a 
wide cross section of probabilities in preparing information 
FOR THE DELIBERATIONS OF YOUR COUNCIL. 

The number of programs available to the town on 
transportation issues can be identified as follows: 

(1) Primary highway No. 2 has been constructed and is 
maintained (surface) by Alberta Transportation within the 
corporate limits of St. Albert. Any future expansion of this 
highway, which will serve both internal and external traffic 
under Our current policy, would be at the cost of the 
province and we would also continue surface maintenance. 

(2) Secondary road 633 is projected into St. Albert from 
the west and would receive support under the secondary 
roads program up to 100% of the construction costs for a top 
width of at least 40 feet, including essential subsurface 
drainage facilities for the roadway. Under the secondary 
roads program any right-of-way required to accommodate 
the secondary road would be the responsibility of the town. 

(3) We have a program covering streets assistance 
through towns and villages which currently provides a grant 
made up of a base plus a per capita allowance and for St. 
Albert this grant would be $446,840 as a once in five year 
grant. St. Albert has applied for this grant for 1976. 

(4) The province has also supported bridge construction 
over major streams and street separations. Two of these 
exist on highway No. 2 route so would be taken care of 
automatically in any improvements to highway No. 2 by the 
province. We have requests for a future crossing on Grandin 
Avenue connecting to Mission Avenue which also crosses 
the Sturgeon River. This bridge would be dealt with on a 
priority basis and is being considered in the transportation 
and public transit system study being undertaken in St. 
Albert. 

(S) The province maintains the surface of the highway 
No. 2 route through St. Albert. 

(6) While St. Albert is not city status now, due to its 
particular location and the linkage with the transit facility in 
the City of Edmonton, they have received a capital grant for 
» public transit to cover some equipment. Under these 
circumstances, changing from tuwn to city status would 
have no impact on St. Albert receiving such support. 

To provide some perspective, the following costs and 
expenditures may provide some assistance in comparing the 
advantages or disadvantages: 

1. (a) Highway No. 2 route. 

Length through St. Albert approximately 2.92 miles. 

Estimated cost to upgrade to six lane facility which will be 
required in the future - $7 million, 740 thousand dollars. 
This cost includes the cost of some land (which we would 
propose be kept to a minimum), replacement of the curbs 
and gutter systems, new catch basins and leads, bridge 
structure expansions, road and pavement expansions. 
These estimates do not include the cost of relocating power 
and telephone lines or the cost of relocating lighting 
standards, or the cost of sidewalk construction as these 
items could be subject to consideration for cost sharing. 

St. Albert as a town would only pay for the costs of those 
items which are strictly town facilities not required for the 
highway No. 2 corridor or for its operation. The province 
would therefore pick up the total figure of $7,740,000, 
estimated as the cost of the expansion. These costs are 
based on 1976 dollar values and if cost escalation continues, 
there would be an increase in future years. 

Insofar as timing is concerned, it would appear feasible 
that this construction could start in 1978 following the 
alternative road work we would propose on 170th Street and 
137th Avenue. Construction would take at least three years 
so we could anticipate construction going through 1980 if 
these projections are met. Such a schedule is the earliest 
possible in view of the lead time necessary to handle 
acquisition of land, utility adjustments, etc., and is probably 
optimistic at this stage of spending restraint. None the tess, 
the magnitude of costs is quite realistic. 

Under the current formula for participation in the cost on 
this route, should St. Albert become a city, the province 
would pay two-thirds of the land cost and St. Albertwortd 
pay one-third of the cost, THEREFORE FOR THE 
UPGRADING OF HIGHWAY NO. 2 THROUGH ST. 
ALBERT, ST. ALBERT WOULD BECOME LIABLE FOR 
$2 MILLION, 5SS THOUSAND DOLLARS. 

(b) The maintenance costs are currently absorbed on this 
route by the department insofar as surface maintenance is 


concerned. The annual cost has been approximately $8,500 
per year. Should St. Albert become city, they would be 
eligible for a grant of $2,000 per mile, using the current 
formula, for a total of $5,840 per year. 

2. Secondary road 633 projects from the west into St. 
Albert. The portion in St. Albert follows Mission Avenue 
and Meadowview Drive and is approximately 4,850 feet in 
length. Presently the surface is a cold mix surface with some 
curbing. We would estimate that the cost of upgrading this 
road to a permanent standard would be approximately 
$200,000 unless storm sewers had to be added and then this 
figure would probably double. As a town, the construction 
cost would be absorbed by the province when the project 
was implemented in the priorities on that prograrn. 

Should St. Albert become a city, the current policy is that 
it would receive no contribution for previously designated 
secondary roads within the corporate limits of the city. 
Secondary road maintenance would not change in that it has 
always been the responsibility of the local authority. 

3. The streets assistance program has been available to 
all of the towns in the province through a grant made on a 
once-in-five year basis. 1977 will be the last year of the 
current program. 

We have no formal plan for the next phase of a streets 
assistance program. Currently, St. Albert would be eligible 
for their grant (they have applied for their grant in 1976) in 
the amount of $446,840. As stated previously, this has been 
a once-in-five year grant under past programs. 

Should St. Albert become a city it would not receive the 
streets assistance grant which has been available only to 
towns and villages. 

4. Bridge construction. For highway No. 2, bridge 
construction has been included in the total estimate set out 
for No. 2 highway. 

As a town, a further crossing of the Sturgeon River, 
described as future Grandin Avenue connection to Mission 
Avenue, could be supported by the province, dependent on 
the overall benefit to relieving the primary highway route 
and improved circulation in the town. As a town, our policy 
would provide up to 75% of the cost. The estimated cost of 
the structure, if it was to accommodate 64 ft. clear roadway 
with sidewalks, would be approximately $1,200,000. 

Should St. Albert become a city, and this bridge project 
be advanced as an essential part of an approved network 
route, St.Albert would be eligible for 66% of the cost from 
the provinte, based on the current formula. This would 
mean that with the current formula, St. Albert would gain 
no benefit as city status in the support of such a project and 
would, in fact, receive lesser funding. 

5. Maintenance of highway 2 through St. Albert covered 
in item 1. (b) above. 

6. The grant for transit capital would not alter with the 
change from town to city status for St. Albert under the 
current program formula. 

Under the current grant structure to cities, those cities in 
the smaller class such s Drumheller, Camrose, Wetaskiwin, 
Grande Prairie and Lloydminster, with populations under 
30,000, share in a total of approximately $2 million per year. 
This figure can vary somewhat depending on the type and 
size of individual projects, but the net resuli would be that 
where one of the smaller cities may have a higher grant one 
year, they would likely have a compensating lower grant in a 
subsequent year. Another comparison might be drawn 
using Grande Prairie as an example. The current population 
of Grande Prairie is 16,618, with the current population fer 
St. Albert being 21,342. Over the past five years Grande 
Prairie has received an average of $370,859 per year. It 
therefore appears that unless there is some substantial 
increase in the overall amounts of grants made to cities that 
an average annual allotment to St. Albert, considering city 
status, would probably range from $333,900 to $500,000 per 
year. 

(A columunar summary was included in tie letter, 
paragraphed here). 

Highway 2 construction, six lane expansion including 
bridges, over three years when constructed ai an estimated 
$7,740,000 would reSult in a loss to the town under city 
status of two million, five hundred and fifty-five thousand 
dollars. 

Highway 2 maintenance would result in a loss to the town 
under city status as compared with town status of $2,600 per 
year. 

As a town, St. Albert would receive $200,000 for 
secondary road 633, and nothing as a city. 

The street assistance program gave the town $446,840 as 
a once in five year grant. No street assistance is granted 
under city status. 

Bridge over the Sturgeon River to connect Grandin 
Avenue to Mission Avenue would be eligible for 75/25 
Provincial funding wider town status and only 66 and 
two-thirds funding as a city - costing $200,000 cost under 
town status and $400,000 cost if city status. 

Funding would be equal on the bus transit grant whether 
a town or city. : 

As a city St. Albert would qualify for an estimated 
$330,000 - $500,000 per year for city arterial road grant. 

It must be recognized that the construction of major 
projects are only pfojected here and that we anticipate some 
rather long term program would be realistic. St. Albert 
should also be concerned that they make the decision on 
long term viability rather than some seemingly short term 
advantage. Frankly, at this particular time with spending 
restraints and at best an indefinite picture for future capital 
spending, I see no rea! prospect to enrichen the formulas or 
to significantly increase the overall funding of urban 
programs. 

St. Albert transportation studies are not yet complete 


therefore we do not have a firm basis to weigh whether St. 
Albert has a major arterial system demanding a high 
priority in the contest for city program funding. 

My impression at this time of capital spending restraint, 
would be that it is an inappropriate time for St. Albert to go 
to city status if there is an expectation of significant increase 
in capital for Transportation works.

Women hear Barb Wheatley 
on fighting C.F. 


The first dinner meeting of 
the 1976 fall season of the St. 
Albert Nurses Interest Group 
was held on September 21 at 
the St. Albert Inn. The 
business meeting was chair- 
ed by Marjorie Jackson and 
plans for the Home Nursing 
and Babysitting courses were 
discussed. The guest speaker 
for the evening was Barbara 
Wheatley R.N. B.Sc. - Cystic 
Fibrosis co-ordinator from 
the University Hospital. Bar- 


bara’s enthusiastic presen- 
tation was warmly received 
by all members and the 
following is her message on 
‘*The Fight Against Cystic 
Fibrosis.’’ 

Cystic Fibrosis is a gen- 
eralized hereditary disorder 
of children, adolescents and 
young adults in which there 
is wide-spread disfunction of 
mucus secreting glands. 
Thick mucus obstructs the 


lungs in a patient with Cystic 
Fibrosis and it must be 
removed daily. Treatment 
consists of a face mask with a 
broncho-dilater prior to pos- 
tural drainage and chest 
thumping to loosen secre- 
tions. These treatments are 
done once to three times 
daily lasting 20-30 minutes 
per session. Many C.F.’s 
sleep in a mist tent in Alberta 
because of the dryness of the 


Microwave ovens offer 
convenience, save time 


Micro-ovens are steadily 
becoming more common in 
the kitchens of working 
homemakers, but many 
cooks are not too familiar 
with how they work and have 
a varicty of questions about 
the latest cooking time-sav- 
er. 

These range from the 
principles behind microwave 
cooking, to safety, how they 
are used and utensils and 
dishes required. 

The main advantage of 
microwave cooking is the 
time saved. You can cook 
your favourite foods in up to 
1/10 or less of normal 
cooking time. The other 
advantage is the convenience 
of microwave cooking. Foods 
can be prepared in their 
serving dishes; there are less 
pots and pans to wash; paper 
plates can be used and 
tossed away afterwards; 
foods can be easily reheated; 
the flexibility of quick cook- 
ing a snack or a meal. Frozen 
foods can be placed in a 
microwave oven and quickly 
prepared; butter or ice cream 
can be softened to serving 
consistency; meats can be 
thawed in minutes. 

Cleaning is a breeze. Since 
the oven remains cool when 
you use microwave energy 
alone, foods don’t bake on. 
Cleaning is done by wiping 
with a damp cloth. 

Microwave cooking differs 
from conventional cooking. 
In conventional cooking the 
air or liquid surrounding the 
food is heated and transmits 
its heat to the surface of the 
food. The heat on the surface 
is then conducted into the 
interior of the food and cooks 
the food. In microwave 
cooking the microwave ener- 
gy is absorbed only by the 
food and does not heat the 
surrounding air. The micro- 
wave energy is reflected by 
metal but passes through 
glass, paper, most ceramics 
and plastics. 

Many women think that 
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they have to learn to cook all 
over again but standard 
recipes are used and prepar- 
ation of foods for cooking 
doesn’t change. The big 
difference is in the times 
used. 

There is no change in 
flavour of foods nor is there 
any change in nutritional 
value in foods cooked by 
microwave energy.

TEAM HELP 


The Cystic Fibrosis Clinic 
in the Health Services Clinics 
at the University Hospital 
functions as a team com- 
posed of doctors, public 
health nurses, physio-ther- 
apists, pharmacologists, die- 
ticians, social workers, res- 
piratory technologists and 
research teams. The clinic 
serves only C.F. patients and 
is funded by the Canadian 
Cystic Fibrosis Foundation, 
the University Hospital Sc- 
ience Clinics and the Cystic 
Fibrosis program of the Al- 
berta government. The AI- 
berta government provides 
antibiotics and enzymes to 
registered patients up to the 
age of 18 years. The Uni- 
versity Hospital and other 
private insurance companies 
provided the remainder of 
medications needed for the 
regime. 

The Edmonton Cystic Fib- 
rosis Chapter consists of 
parents of C.F. children and 
anyone else who is interested 
in Cystic Fibrosis. The 
members meet monthly and 
work closely with the C.F. 
team. They provide mist 
tents, compressor units, face 
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masks, and chest percussors 
so that families are rarely out 
of pocket for this needed 
equipment. The Chapters 
fund raising projects are 
endless, they sponsor Mo- 
thers Day appeals, Christ- 
mas card sales and talks to 
service clubs. The Kinsmen 
Club strongly support Cystic 
Fibrosis and have given the 
breath of life to many C.F. 
children in our area. 


PARENTS NEED HELP 


Parents tied to a rigid 


regime imposed by the 
disease must have help, 
volunteers are needed to 
support and assist them at 
home and at school. Cystic 
Fibrosis still needs a lot of 
help, and knowledge and 
understanding on the part of 
the nursing profession helps 
a great deal.

Keeping garden veget- 
ables during the winter 
months presents a problem 
in many homes because 
basements are usually too 
warm and too dry. 

However, with a little 
ingenuity it is often possible 
to modify these uncongenial 
conditions by walling off a 
corner of the basement. All 
storage rooms should have a 
thermometer in the centre of 
the room, well above the 
floor. 


TEMPERATURE 


Temperature is the most 
important factor in the 
successful storage of garden 
produce. It can be controlled 


Home vegetable storage 


by using either a mechanical 
refrigeration system or by 
using cool outside air. The 
advantage of the former is 
that it makes it possible to 
control the air temperature 
all year round, while outside 
air can be used for cooling 
only during the fall and 
winter menths. 


HUMIDITY 


A high level of humidity is 
also important for maintain- 
ing high quality stored vege- 
tables. You can pour water 
on the floor of the storage 
area at regular intervals to 
keep the humidity at a 
Satisfactory level. You will 
need to wet the floor more 


often during the fall than 
during the winter because 
refrigeration or ventilation 
requirements are greatest in 
the fall. Both mechanical 
refrigeration and cooling by 
ventilation causes a loss of 
humic'ty. The installation of 
a slotted duck-walk, in addi- 

tion to keeping your feet dry 
when you enter your storage 
room, will help to provide air 
circulation under the stored 
produce. 


SANITATION 


Because decaying veget- 
ables quickly cause molds 
and bacteria, it is extremely 
important to thoroughly cl- 
ean the storage room and all

season. Keep the storage 
room well ventilated when it 
is empty and keep the 
temperature high. Never put 
cracked, bruised or decaying 
vegetables into your storage 
room. 


STORAGE 


Although most vegetables 
require cool, moist storage 
conditions, some need a 
warmer temperature because 
they are easily chilled. 

Vegetables re quiring 
warm, dry conditions, in- 
clude pumpkins and winter 
squash. These should be put 
on shelves in a_ heated 
basement and placed in such 
a way that they do not touch 
each other. Before placing 
them in storage put them in a 
dry location for two weeks at 
a temperature of from 26.5 to 
29.5"'G, 

Vegetables requiring cool, 
dry conditions include dried 
peas and beans and onions. 
Dried peas and beans can be 
kept in an outside porch or an 
unheated room of any kind. 
However, they should be 
stored in polyethylene bags 
(without holes) or in glass 
jars to keep them dry. 

Onions need to be cured 
for several weeks in a warm, 
dry, well ventilated location 
before they go into storage. 
They are ready for storage 
when their skins ‘rustle.’ 
Onions will keep for several 
months in an unused room 
where the temperature does 
not drop below freezing. 
Although it is possible to 
store onions for a short time 
in a ventilated storage room, 
it is best to store them in a 
separate location. 

Vegetables requiring cool, 
moist conditions include 
beets, carrots, celery, par- 
snips, turnips, potatoes and 
cabbage. Always make sure 
they are mature and free of 
injury and root crops should 
be reasonably dry when put 
into storage. Since they lose 
moisture readily when in 
storage and tend to shrink, it 
is a good idea to keep them in 
a perforated polyethylene 
bag or containers that are 
covered with a polyethylene 
sheet. Cabbages should be 
trimmed and stored in per- 
forated polyethylene bags. 


This practice helps them 
retain their moisture and 
color. 

Potatoes shouid be stored 
at a temperature of 4.7° to 
10° C. If the temperature is 
lower than this they tend to 
develop a ‘sweet’ flavor. 
Since the temperature in the 
storage room will probably 
be lower than that ae 
commended for potatoes

After one year, the anti-inflation program is 
doing what it set out to do. 

The most important achievement has been 
the drop in the inflation rate. A year ago, 
consumer prices were rising at a rate of 10.6%. 
By August 1976, that rate of increase had 
dropped to 6.2%. This fall some unavoidable 
increases in energy costs and municipal taxes 
will affect the rate of inflation. In spite of this, the 
first year target of an inflation rate of no more 
than 8% will be met. 

Increases in all forms of income—wages, 
salaries, fees, profits, dividends—are also being 
successfully restrained. On the average, prices 
have gone up less than wages this year. This 
means that most Canadians can cope a bit 
better, we have more buying power than we had 
before the program began. 


The goal of the second year of the anti- 
inflation program is to bring inflation down even 
further, to no more than 6%. This can be achieved 
only if increases in everything slow down together. 

In our kind of market economy, prices have 
to be able to move up and down to some extent. 
But the anti-inflation program does put an 
effective restraint on prices by controlling profit 
margins. In the second year, the price and profit 
controls are being changed to make the rules 
simpler and to apply restraint more fairly among 
different companies. They also include important 
incentives to encourage the investments the 
country needs to make the economy grow and 
create new jobs for Canadians. New investment 
credits will make allowances for company profits 
re-invested to boost production and productivity. 

In the area of wages and salaries, the 
second year Guidelines limit increases to 6% as 
a protection against price increases, with 2% — 
more added as a share of national productivity.

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This Guideline is designed to protect and 
improve the real income of working Canadians, 
while bringing down the rate of inflation. 

All governments are restraining their 
expenditures. The federal government is limiting 
growth in its own spending to keep it in line with 
the overall growth of the Canadian economy. 
This means that every day hard choices must be 
made to limit new programs and trim old ones. 
These choices are painful. But they have to be 
made if the government is to restrain its costs 
and avoid contributing to inflation. 


Nobody likes controls. Not the people 

whose private decisions are affected by them. 
And not the governments that have to enforce 
them. But controls were and are needed, to 
bring inflation down and to assure a growing 
economy. The program will be terminated by the 
end of 1978. Until itis ended, the government is 
committed to making sure the controls work hard 
to bring about a continuing reduction in the rate 
of inflation. 

Inflation has to be cut down to protect our 
personal buying power, our savings and 
pensions, and jobs for Canadians. If last year's 
spiral of rising prices and incomes had 
continued, Canadian-made products would 
soon be unable to compete in world markets. 
Imports could easily undercut goods produced 
and sold here at home. It's especially important 
for us to keep our prices and costs competitive 
with the United States, and on both counts the 
USS. is still doing better than we are. Finally, 
inflation also hurts investment. And when 
investment goes down, unemployment goes up. 

After a year of controls, inflation has come 
down. Progress has been made, in protecting 
Canadian jobs and improving Canada's well- 
being. The success of the anti-inflation program 
so far has depended a great deal on the co- 
operation of many Canadians. With continued 
co-operation, we can all look forward to sharing 
a more prosperous and growing economy.

The Fish and Wildlife 
Division of Alberta Recrea- 
tion, Parks and Wildlife will 
release 5,000 ring-necked 
pheasants, reared at the 
provincial hatchery in Br- 
ooks; in several areas from 
Edmonton to Lethbridge to 
improve pheasant hunting. 

Assistant Deputy Minister 
Gordon Kerr says the prized 
game birds will be released 
prior to the pheasant season 
which opens on October 13 
and extends to November 20. 

Release sites will be 
accessible to hunters and will 
provide abundant food and 
protective cover for the birds 
have been selected. The 
greatest number of pheas- 
ants will be distributed near 
Lethbridge, Brooks, Strath- 
more and east of Edmonton. 
A number of birds will also 
be transplanted to upland 
bird habitant development 
project areas in the Leth- 
bridge and Red Deer re- 
gions.

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Guide to buying hockey equipment 


Two of the biggest handicaps any player can take 
into a hockey game are inadequate and ill-fitting 
equipment. Gear that doesn't fit or is poor quality, 
iS even more hazardous than none at all, because 
it gives the athlete a talse sense of security. Many 
players or their parents are reluctant to buy good 
equipment, but if the boy is going into an aggressive 
body contact sport such as hockey, he needs the 
best protection he can get. The value of a proper fit, 
too, cannot be overemphasized. Quite often parents 
will buy equipment that is too big, thinking their son 
will grow into it, or that it offers better protection. This 
practice may be alright when buying such items as 
sweaters, but when it comes to skates and protective 
equipment, it is very dangerous. Good protection— 
the result of good fit and quality equipment—means 
confidence 

Here is an outline of the important features to look 
for when choosing equipment:, 


THE HOCKEY HELMET 
is one of the most essential pieces of protective 
equipment for any player. It should be moulded of 
a high-impact resistant plastic, offering maximum 
protection for the vital ear and temple areas. There 
must not be any large holes that would allow 
penetration of a stick or skate blade 

The helmet should be snug and the front must 
extend down to one finger's width above the 
eyebrows in order to protect the forehead 


The chin strap must always be done up securely 
during games and practice sessions. Attaching a 
mouthguard to the helmet will help prevent tooth and 
lip injuries. 


SHOULDER PADS 
must have good, shock-absorbing material over the 
upper arm and bicep area. The shoulder caps 
themselves should be moulded plastic cups backed 
with shock-absorbing material. The caps must fit 
right over the shoulder tips for maximum protection, 
and the arch section of the pad should conform to 
the body shape. Look for pads with adjustable body 
Straps to ensure a snug fit 

Specially-designed, longer models are available 
for defensemen and taller boys 


ELBOW PADS 
are available in many lengths so that virtually all 
players can be fitted properly. Find a pair that leaves 
no gap between the cuff of the glove and the bicep 
extension of the shoulder pad 

Elbow pads must have a pre-shaped curve to 
them, and have foam padding and a polyethylene 
Cap over the elbow joint for maximum safety 

Make sure the elastic is not too loose. if it is, the 
pad will slip around, and not cover the elbow cap 
properly 


HOCKEY PANTS 
must also be fitted carefully. As a general rule, the 


pants should be 6” larger than the waist size, and 
8” larger if the boy is on the heavy side—roomy 
enough to permit free movement, but not sloppy 
looking. The pants should reach the top of the knee 
and should extend up to cover the kidney and short 
rib areas 

Watch for good protection. Hip, kidney and 
tailbone pads should be of a Rubatex or comparable 
material which is washable. Thigh guards and slash 
pads should be of a light protective material 

Nylon pants are recommended because they are 


tough and long-wearing

Triple boom in Sturgeon 
building permits 


Construction permits iss- $591,000 last year. 


ued so far this yearin the 
MD of Sturgeon is nearly 
triple what it was in the 
whole of 1975. 

Incoming industry anda 
Federal maximum security 
penitentiary are the main 
contributors to the sharp 
increase. 

Secretary-treasurer for the 
MD of Sturgeon, Alphonse 
Nobert says in the first nine 
months of 1976, $19,702,647 
construction permits have 
been issued. 

This compares with a 
figure of only $7,091,000 for 
the whole of 1975. 

Construction of the peni- 
tentiary should get underway 
this winter on the Sharpe 
Farm site about six miles 
north of Edmonton. 

A total of 364 building 
permits have been issued 
over the first nine months of 
1976 compared to 234 for the 
whole of last year. 

A breakdown on_ the 
figures shows $3,022,000 in 
industrial permits issued in 
the first nine months of this 
compared to. onlv 


year 


Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Residential permits have 
more than doubled from 
$4,000,254 in 1975 to 
$8,185,780 in the first nine 
months of 1976. 

And with the coming of the 
penitentiary, the slot for 
institutional permits goes up 
from zero dollars in 1975 to 
$4,443,000 for the first nine 
months of 1976. 

Other figures show a slight 
increase in farm house 
permits from $1,400,000 to 
$1,900,000 in the same time 
frame. 

A big increase is also 
shown in recreation building 
permits (for arenas and the 
like) from $15,000 in 1975 to 
$560,000 for the first nine 
months of 1976. 

Increases in agricultural 
building permits are also 
shown, from $147,000 last 
year to $323,000 so far this 
year. 

Figures for small acreage 
mobile homes fit into the 
general growth pattern with 
an increase from 1975 of 
$101,000 to $220,000. 


Emergency first aid 


service needs dollars 


transfusion 


A much needed and well appreciated emergency first aid 
service continues serving the Bon Accord and Gibbons area, 
but its future is hanging in the balance unless it receives a 


$20,000 transfusion quickly. 


Nigel Mansfield, superintendent of the St. John Ambulance 
Emergency Service which covers the Bon Accord and 
Gibbons area says he is willing to continue the service. But 
because of higher expectations in the level of treatment and 
equipment, and tougher government regulations, more cash 
is meeded to keep the emergency service going. 


To that end, later this month a blitz will be held in the area 
served by the emergency brigade, which consists of six 
volunteers as well as the superintendent. 


Mr. Mansfield told the Gazette that while the service’s 
ambulance is now out of commission, the volunteers in the 
organization are still on call and still capable of mounting a 
rescue operation in their own vehicles. 


But ideally the emergency service is looking at a new 
$15,000 ambulance to take over from the previous vehicle, to 
give the level of service the community has come to expect. 


The old ambulance which was first used by the St. John unit 
about two years ago will likely be sold to a hospital for its 


own transfer services. 


Local councils have been known to donate $300 grants in 
gestures of support for the emergency service. But with 
overheads of $2500 a year and above for insurance, fuel, 
repairs and other costs, the Bon Accord-Gibbons service is 
going to need more than these small amounts if it is to get 
along at more than limping pace. 


Over 2,000 people can experience the benefits of the 
emergency first aid service in the vicinity of Bon Accord and 
Gibbons, but it needs continuing support. 


Let’s hope the blitz October 16 - 23 gets the desired results. 
Perhaps it might give those covered by the service a jolt, as 
there is always the danger that such a service might be 


taken for granted. 


Permits for mobile homes 
on farm residences have

UNIFARM’S 


AGRICULTURAL 
REVIEW 


A summary of Trans- 
Com meetings held earlier 
this year in a number of 
Alberta communities reveals 
an almost unanimous deep 
concern about the effects of 
changes in the transporta- 
tion system on the future of 
western Canada. 

Prominent in briefs from 
concerned groups in all 
parts of the province, was 
the fear that the social and 
economic impact of loss of 
branch lines and elevator 
services. would constitute a 
severe blow to communities 
already suffering from de- 
clining populations and 
business volumes. 

Looking beyond paro- 
chial concerns was an 
often-expressed broader fear 
that the rail lines abandoned 
now may be badly missed 
later when the petroleum- 
based energy situation 
reaches a more critical stage. 

The attitude of a major- 
ity of submissions appears 
to be aptly summed up by 
the brief that stated, “‘it 
seems foolish to discard 
something so important and 
valuable (as rail lines) with- 
out a practical alternative to 
replace them.” 

The summary was pro- 
duced by Unifarm, which 
worked in conjunction with 
Alberta Transportation in 
preparing material and pro- 
viding field staff to help 
organize communities in 
their responses to proposed 
rail line abandonments.

We passed by Belleville 
enroute to Kingston on the 
McDonald Cartier Freeway 
401 and stopped for a coffee 
break and chance to stretch 
our legs. We saw the Black 
Diamond Cheese Factory 
building and passing through 
Napanee came to farming 
areas. We even spotted a 
muskrat at Rideau Lakes, 
and when we were app- 
roaching Kingston we start- 
ed one of our many enjoyable 
sing songs. The population 
here is 60,500. 

The highlight of this 
afternoon would be getting to 
Gananoque and the 1000 
Island cruise. 

We arrived in Gananoque 
and stopped at the Olde 
Station House for dinner and 
now for some history - 

Gananoque has a popula- 
tion of 5,200 and claims the 
oldest railway station in 
Canada, which is now serv- 
ing as offices and waiting 
rooms for boat tours. From a 
plaque in the old station I 
copied the following: 


“1973 - The First Railway 
in Canada on the St. Law- 
rence - 16 miles from 
LE-PRAIRIE on the St. 
Lawrence. 

The rails were of wood, 
with flat bars of iron spiked 
on them - at first horses were 
used to provide motive power 
- but soon a wood burning 
locomotive was in use. 

In 1850 Canada had only 
66 miles of railway - now it 
has 42,000 miles.”’ 

The ferry was a three 
decker tour boat, and it was 
loaded with happy folks on 
tour, some of whom were a 
group of Legion ladies on a 
convention. We became ac- 
quainted and really enjoyed 
their company. 

Oh! The beauty of the 
many islands and some just 
large enough for someone’s 
mansion or beautiful home to 
be erected, not to mention a 
castle! It was an inspiring 
three hour cruise and we also 
met a Peter and Evelyn 
Martinee from Calgary. Pete 
is presently employed with 
pipelining in Ontario, and 
has men from Calahoo and 
Onoway working for him. 
Small world. 

We boarded the bus again, 
going through Kingston and 
on to Smith Falls with its 
cable factories and other in- 
dustries. The trees grow just 
like they’ve been trimmed - 
we were all amazed by this. 

There were beautiful brick 
and stone houses, and we 
even saw the early Russel

fences and one snake type 
fence - such as is common in 
B.C. 

The Cedar Posts esta- 
blishment had oodles of chip 
piles and going through 
Carleton and beyond were 
farming areas and we saw a 
stately stone foundationed 
barn. We couldn’t help but 
notice the tidiness of these 
farm yards and the buildings 
all painted and in good 


‘repair. People were painting 


or fixing or working on the 
land and the cattle had such 
lush pastures for the most 
part. The size of the parcels 
was small and all were neatly 
fenced and cross fenced. 
Soon we were arriving in our 
nation’s capital and booked 
into the comfortable Lord 
Elgin Hotel for two nights. 
In the morning an Ottawa 
Transport Commission bus 
was available to us for a 
driver-lectured sightseeing 
tour. Ottawa’s population is 
300,000 and the city is 260 ft.

Ducks Unlimited (Canada) 


This is the time of magic! 
The time when first leaves 
are turning yellow, when the 
morning air has an exciting 
fresh and invigorating chill - 
and the time when ducks and 
geese. begin to gather in 
increasing numbers on their 
traditional staging areas in 
preparation for the south- 
ward migration. Here they 
will linger, loaf, put on extra 
fat, and sort themselves into 
flocks of their own kind, until 
the first real cold weather 
makes them think seriously 
of moving south. As we see 
them gather, it is also a time 
of warm satisfaction for 
people working with water- 
fowl, in knowing we have had 
another good year, and the 
ducks have done well, in 
spite of all the problems that 
confronted them. 

Some ducks have already 
left, of course. Blue-winged 
teal were in Mississippi and 
Louisiana by Labor Day and 
pintails in Southern Calif- 
ornia before that. One 
wonders why they would 
leave the prairies at this 
time of bounty, but they 
always do, Both species are 
still abundant across western 
Canada and will be for some 
weeks yet, but the early, 
anxious ones have left. In the 
meantime, every prairie 
pond seems to have ducks of 
all species on it. 

Migrants have also begun 
{o arrive on the prairies from 
the North. White-front ge- 
ese, a few snows and some 
Canadas appeared in Sask- 
atchewan on August 30 and 
in Alberta about the same 
time. Snow geese appeared 
in south western Manitoba 
two weeks early, 


From Alberta, Ernie Ew- 
aschuk, our provincial bio- 
logist, reports: 

“The parkland experien- 
ced heavy precipitation dur- 
ing the past month. Further 
south, the grasslands remain 
dry although occasional st- 
orms have been reported this 
month. The prospect of an 
early harvest this year has at 
least been partly set back by 
the wet weather as ripening 
crops await cutting. Brood 
numbers appearing after 
have been at least average 
although the general nesting 
season was early. Good 
numbers of lesser scaup, 
ruddy, gadwall and blue- 
winged teal broods have 
been observed since then. 
Late mallards can still be 
observed in family groups at 
the end of the month 
although flight has been 
attained. The last two weeks 
have seen blue-wings begin 
to gather in smal! groups and 
mallards and pintails com- 
mencing field feeding ona 
small scale."’
